A Wonderfal Invention. 


An invention has recently been pat- 
ented by a Philadelphia gentleman, 
which he claims to convert water 
without the aid of fire or chemicals 
into a motive power greater than 
that of steam, and which, by experi- 
ment, has given 14 tons pressure to 
the square inch, while a still greater 
capacity is claimed for it with prop- 
er machiney, and it is non-explosive. 
By a mechanic contrivance, Mr. Kee- 
ly, the inventor, changes water from 
an uvelastic fluidintoan elastic fluid, 
which can be called by no better 
Dame than cold steam. In other 
wor.is, he obtains from water, with- 
out using fire or chemicals, the pow- 
er now obtained from water a fire 
and called steam. It is d to 
be a wonderful invention by 
those who have seen it tested, 
who state that it accomplishes 
all that is claimed for it by the inven- 
tor, and believe it is destined to 
work a great revolution in the world 
—a greater revolution than that 
made either by the cotton gin, the 
steam engine, ar the telegraph. These 
tests have been made before scien- 
tific experts, who pronounce it pract- 
icable, as indeed the original and of- 
ten-repeated experimente of Mr. 
Keely prove. He first discovered the 
principle he has developed in_ his 
motor while attempting to make a 
power-saving water-wheel, and a 
few years ago applied the power to 
running stationary engines. To test 
the power that had been obtained, 
Mr. Keely then made a cylinder of 
drawn copper, encased this in 
wrought iron, and placed around 
both steel bands close together, mak- 
ing a powerful cylinder. The power 
was turned on, and the _ cylin- 
der was torn to pieces in an instant. 
Then a_ three-horse wer en- 

ine was built, and finally a fifteen- 
cat These engines have been run 
in Philadelphia every day for a year, 
it is said, without the usé of coal or 
wood, without the use of fire, and 
without the use of chemicals, ata 
cost of not onecent. The fifteen- 
horse power engine has been run 
twenty-three consecutive hours with 
power manufactured in less than five 
minutes. The advantages claimed 
for it over steam, in addition to ob- 
viating the cost of fuel and delay of 
taking it, are thus stated: 

The smoke-stacks of steamboats 
will disappear, their boilers be taken 
out, and the great danger of fire and 
explosion are removed. 

Its applicability is also said to be 
even greater than that of steam. 
These statements come well authen- 
ticated, and if correct it may prove to 
be a more wonderful discovery than 
that of steam, while its application 
may be far more universal.

What is true of Durham may be 
true of every town in North Caroli- 
na. And it may be recognized as a 
fact that North Carolina will not 
prosper as she ought until she be- 
comes independent, until she keeps 
more of her money at home. And 
she can never do this until she em- 
barks in manufactures, which are 
not only profitable to stockholders, 
but which, by setting other indus- 
tries in motion, vivify the whole pop- 
ulation. 


IMMIGRATION. 

The public ear may be wearied 
with the iteration of a subject which 
has, up to the present, proved, al- 
most an empty sound. 

The fruits of the efforts to divert 
the tide of immigration to the South 
have been small. North Carolina 
has attracted only a few scattering 
parties from Canada and from the 
Northern States. Itis true these 
are among the most valuable that 
could have been introduced. They 
have brought money, skill, intelii- 
gence and morality, and we would 
welcome thousands more of the 
same class. But the great tide of 
foreion immigration still sweeps on 
unobstructed to the West. It | 
turns away from the South because 
it knows little or nothing of it. 
It hears of it only as a land of 
violence, of barrenness, of heat and 
pestilence, and it shuns it as a 
plague spot. This isas much due 
to the indifference of the Southern 
States, as itis to the activity of 
Northern agents. 

There is always in Europe, wheth- 
er in the British Isles or on the 
continent, a large class to whom 
their existing condition at home has 
beeome intolerable. The pressure 
of oppressive taxation, the inade- 
quate compensation of labor, the 
deadly competition of an over-flow- 
ing population, the exactions of mil- 
itary service, and of late years, the 
imminent, dangers of war, claiming 
the personal services of the whole 
male population, have turned the 
mind of the middle or poorer class 
to the subject of some haven of rest, 
some spot on earth where labor is 
rewarded, where plenty is secured, 
and where the harsh notes of war 
are silent. America has promised 
this place of repose, and its im- 


mense unoccupied domain has open- 


ed its temptations to those, who, 
landless at home, might for a small 
consideration, become proprietors in 
their own right. 

But in coming to America their 
eyes have been fixed in but one di- 
rection. Theysee only the West. 
They have been industriously inform- 
ed as to the capacities of that vast re- 
gion, and as assiduously plied with 
false statements of the South. 


It has been impossible to rouse 


our Legislators to the importance | 


of contesting for this grand prize. 
Impossible to illustrate the wise 
economy of making. appropriations 
to diffuse information. Impossible 
to satisfy them that the current of im- 
wigration once turned to the South, 
would in ten years or less repay a 
thousand fold the outlay for the es- 
tablishment of agencies and the dif- 
fusion of information. 

Tie subject must not rest. North 
Carolina and Virginia must work. 
Both of those States can demon- 
strate that they can offer lands as 
cheap as can now be found in the 
West ; that their lands are so much 
nearer the markets of the world as 
practically to bring them to their 
doors ; that consequently the nett 
profits of farming operations are 
much greater ; that the diversity 
of soil and. peculiar adaptation of 
climate vastly enlarge the range and 
variety of productton ; than an 
equable climate relieves our States 
from the extremes of winter’s cold, 
or the fervor of summer heats, and 
that health such as cannot be en- 
joyed inthe West, is the certain 
blessing of the long settled regions 
of the South ; and that an old set- 
tled society, with its advantages of 
schools, and its privileges of reli- 
gion, surround the immigrant at

officers, but the Memphis Appeal of 

Tuesday gives full details of the in- 

teresting occurrence.

The crowning act of amity and 
good feeling was that which tra - 

ired yesterday at the Mississipp! 

iver Notional cemetery, near Mem- 
phis, The day was seasonable and 
delightful, and the attendance was 
consequently very large, embracing 
altogether perhaps two thousaud per- 
sons, more than half of them being 
whites. There was no procession or 
parade, the military companies that 
participated only marching to and 
from the depot, in anything like 
array. Most of the whites present 
were ex-Confederates, and it will be 
seen from the -lists» below that the 
same class preponderated among 
those who were prominent in the 
proceedings. We call particular at-. 
tention to this, and with no littie 
pride, because from the time that 
the first step was taken to bring 
about this condition of fraternal 
feeling between Federals and Con- 
federates, we felt, and so pledged 
ourselves, that the gallant survivors 
of the Confederate armies were in 
earnest in tendering to the Federal 
overtures of sympathy and good will 
and would take every siep necessary 
to prove it. Farther than they went 
yesterday they cannot go, and -we 
nope, as a correspondent suggests, 
now that honors have been paid all 
round, that beareafter Decoration 


} day will be allowed to come and go.

Syracuse, N. Y., May —, 1875. 
~Dear News :-—The Danie) Drew,’ 
on which we took passage for Albany, 
has been ofien called the finest steam- 
boatintheworld. A striking feature 
is the row of tall columns and: th 
great distance apart of the decks, 


| making the ‘céiling so lofty that the 


illusion of a saluon in a palace is per- 
fect, with all the witchery of glass, 
and ‘light, and gilding to make it 
complete. ‘Of mere pleasures, few 
can be imagined more satisfying, 
than the eliding of this great levia- 
than up the romantic Hudson, while 
one watches the departing day, the 
creeping gray of evening, or the mel- 
low touch of the moonlight upon the 


bold ‘cliff, now the green vestured 
hills, now tillage and town, clanging 


' sounds of labor, or sweet ‘bells of 


prayer. You-are too far away from 
gid above the water to heed the 
rush of machinery; some invincible 
hantid draws you irresistibly away as 
the gates of the winding river close 
behind @aéh headland, and_ the 
dreamy music of the band keeps 
rhythm with one’s thoughts and fan- 
cies and wishes for those he loves, 
Long lines of vessels pass us; great 
fleets of canal boats are dragging af- 
ter the sturdy little tow-boats. They 
are toiling painfully on, for after the 
long winter of 1874-’75, prolonged 


until the very breath of June is near, 


the iee was finally broken out of 
Buffalo harbor yesterday morning, 
although skaow fell in Canada the 
same day. Navigation throughout 
the Erie canal begins to-day, and ail 
is life after the long sleep of enforced 


rest. 
Truly, the music is superb. The 


- orchestra is in full dress, and en regle 


altogether the conducter wields his 
- baton, and the strains of Mendels- 
sohn and Schumann, seem to flow 
fron the easy glancing rod. Now it 
is the weird music of Chopin, and 
bye-and-bye he drops into Strauss. 
“There is nothing like that but Thom- 
as himself, on a night of inspiration 
at the Park. 

Not long after sunrise the bridges 
‘are befere us, and we are passibg 
through the yet quaint city which is 
the capitol of New York, for curtrain 
to the West. The scenes ofthe nigbt 
before have vanished—the palisades, 
West Point, the beautiful lights of 
Newburg—all these have departed 
with the shades of night. We are 
travelling rapidly through the mag- 
nificient Mohawk Valley.for we have 
a hundred and seventy four miles to 
travel to-day, and reach our appoint- 
ed place before the session is over, 

Stranger still is the contrast of 
climate. Here the fruit trees are yet 
leafless, but the orchards are begin- 
ning to bloom, much of the land has 
not yet been touched by the plough. 
There goes the farmer beginning his 
Yerrs work on the broom corn crop. 

Very little corn is seen here, bat 
everywhere the ground is carpeted 
with the softest green grass. One is 
struck with the even regular roll of 
the furrows, with the absence ot any 
sort of weeds and briars from the 
fences, and with the straight fence 
itselfeverywhere. No zigzag worm 
fence to be seen anywhere, rarely a 
astone wall, generally the lightest 
eXcuse or contrivance that will an- 
swerthe purpose. It is plain that 
the forest is thin, aid lumber costly 
inthis region. But the growth is 
very interesting. ‘Ihe White Birch 
and Sugar Maple, and as we proceed, 
the American Arbor Vii, Hemlock, 
Spruce anc Wiite Pine predominate. 
Great masses of Arbor are 
everyWhere,. as we reach colder 
section. Very few deciduous trees 
exhibited any leaves, but the fresh 
buds showed the time was fast ap- 
proaching. 

The Mohawk Vailey is one vast 
towu-—to the right and ieft rise the 
enclosing hills, and in the plain be- 
tween Winds the itrie Canal and the 
river. Wheieveratown or villageor 
hamilet or house can be saiely piaced, 
there it sits, link after link, in one 
great jewelled belt of industry, across 
the Empire State, Scienectady, 
Fonda, Herkimer, Utica, Rome, 
Oueida. aud all tie smaller towns, 
Wwe passin rapid succession to rest 
awhile in Syracuse. 

It has been delightful to-day. The 
Doctor, however grave whenever 
duty demands or feeling inspires, is 
genialand winning on the rouie,. aud 
strangers seemed to gather around 
aud near him involuntarily. The 
Colonel, with his keen observation of 
men and manners, and fund.of anee- 
dote, ever eplivens the passing hour. 
And another, whose Womanly mod- 
-esly would shrink from newspaper 
mention, but whose bearing made us 
always proud of our representative 
of North Carolina girls, gave life and 
brightness to every scene. ‘There 
were indeed companions to transmutie 
the jeadeu hours of travel to bvright-: 
est gold. 

Syracuse isa city of ninety thous 
sand people. We observed some 
‘haudsome churcihes, and if the jux- 
taposition may be allowed, some 
very exteusive breweries. It has 
been a famous spot for holding po- 
litical .conventions, on account of 
its relations to the railroad system. 

I will set this down for the comfort 
of some of our farmers. With a fair 
breed to begin with, good feeding 
and good care will give the Carolina 
farmer as good cattle as ean be found 
anywhere. We have seen many 
cows, to-day and other stock, but 
nothing as: good as the fine red De- 
von, or the noble Alderuey, now on 
the Asylum farm at Raleigh. 

The bell rings to: take our branch 
for Auburn, once nore there to en- 
counter the newsboy, the orapge 
man, the wonderful picture-book

ADDRESS OF THE EXECUTIVE 


DEMOCRATIC CENTRAE COM- 
MITTEE TO THE PEUPLE OF 

NORTH CAROLINA, 

ROOMS OF THE DEMOCRATIC CON- 

SERVATIVE CENT’L Ex. Com , 

RALEIGH, June Ist, 
To the People of North Carolina : 

The General Assembly at its ree 
ceut session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
6th day of September next, for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organic iaw as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE. 

‘The necessity for changing many 
ot the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted. and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
gument. Itis true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the call fora convention ; but their 
uction was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and _ ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
uneonstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance the 
Constitutivn of the Uaited States wili 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel a satisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
pecple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
concerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. Wecan proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interesis of our peopte. 

THE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 

This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of a Military  reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others Were our recent 
staves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet-baggers, both black 
and white—ahen in feeling and 
Radical in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where Known—to despoil and ha- 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polls, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ignorant negroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption. It is no 
exaggeration to say that not oue 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
aud revolution. Itis natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edto our coadition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
aud experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in language clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
may be left to inference cr construc- 
tion; our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be comprehetided by all men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 
partment of the government should 
be so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarranted encroach- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
the others. 

THE CONSTITUTION UNSUITED TO OUR 
CONDITION, 

Tiat the Constitution contains 
some good provisions no one denies; 
it wouid be singular if it did not, 
but its abominabie characteristics 
were so manifest that not a single 
Conservative member of the Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced 
to affix his signature to it, as a fit in- 
strument to be submitted to the peo- 
ple. Indeed its provisions are so loose- 


ly worded and so badly arranged as | 


to constitute but a medley of incon- 
sistencies that defies the successful 
eoxstruction of the courts; in fact, to 
reconcile the difticulties arising from 
its practical workings,the court has in 
some instances been driven to supply 
omissions, and in others to intro- 
duce a new principle, hitherto un- 
known in the juridical history of our 
State, distinguished as ‘‘judicial leg- 
islation,”’ an innovation anti-repub- 
lican in character and invasive of the 
rights and duties of a separate depart- 
ment. Its provisions are so obscure 
that within the brief space of its ex - 
istence many more decisions on con- 
stitutional questions have been de- 
manded than in the entire previous 
history of the State—and of late we 
have witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of two sets of judges in both 
the 2d and 8th Judicial Districts, 
contending for the same position 
one of which claiming to hold by aa 
appointment from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an office that the 
Constitution seems to say is to be 
filled by the people at the polls, and 
whose term is expressed to be only 
eight years. 

In many counties, there is a prac- 
tical denial of justice, the courts are 
inadequate to the public demands, 
and thus they are driven to resort to 
special terms, which are expensive 
and unsatisfactory, and persons ac- 
cused of criminal offenses are often 
confined for months without. trial. 
We need a speedier justice and a less 
expensive judiciary system. We 
should avolish every useless office, 
which is now filled by a mere covsu- 
mer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well as pri- 
vate affuirs, can we hope to restore 
the State to prosperity. Itis believed 
that the laws will be more impartial- 
ly administered by areturn tothe old 
practice of a rotation of the Judges. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CRIMINAL 
LAW NECESSARY. 


It is also hoped that a greater in- 
centive to honesty and a purification 
of the ballot box might result from 
depriving those who are convicted of 
infamous crimes of the elective fran- 
chise. 

The matter of the Penitentiary 
which already contains more than 
six hundred able-bodied men, also 
demands careful and practical atten- 
tion, to remove in some measure that 
burden from our shoulders, Most of 
our private legislation should be ex- 
cluded from the General Assembly. 
However, our limited s does not 
permit us to catalogue the numerous 
defects and imperfections of the pres- 
ent constitution or toenumerate the 
remedies to be offered. 

There should be some general or- 
dinance adopted in relation to private 
enactments, thereby reducing the ex- 
penses of the Legislature, and in or- 
der to prevegt hasty and inconsider- 
ate legislation, that no new

CAREFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES. 


As to the specific changes that 
ougbt to be made, these are to. be con- 
sidered by the citizens of. the various 
counties, who should be careful to se-

ship, spotless integrity, representa~- 
tivesof all classes of society, and 
whose positions among them will en- 
title their labors tw confidence 
and support—and in their hands 
they certainly can more safely con- 
fide their rights than in the Conven- 
tion of 1868, 

METHODS OF CHANGE. ~ 

Of the two methods prescribed for 
changing the Constitution, that by 
legislative enactment is expensive, 
uncertain and dangerous; the several 
amendments recently submiited to 
and ratified by the people encoun- 
tered the greatest difficulties in their 
passage, and even after the will of the 

ople was declared in their favor 

y over 40,000 majority, serious appre- 
hensions were entertained as to 
whether they were proper!'y adop‘ed; 
again, legislators when possessed of 
qualifications for such duties, are en- 
with bumerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to 
each provision presented for consid- 
eration, without meeting such criti- 
cisms as may imperil their labors. 

The Convention method is speedy 
and economical, the body is com- 
posed only of the same number of 


members as comprise the House of | 
Representatives, and their minds are | 


directed alone to constitutional re- 
forms and their work may be com- 
pleted and ratified, if necessary, in 
six months. As to the expenses that 
may be incurred, itis belieyed they 
will be more than defrayed in a ghort 
time by the reforms that will be in- 
augurated, 

The restrictions imposed by the 
Legislature, fully and amply secure 
the Homestead, Mechanics Lien, 
Rights of married women, and Pre- 
sonal Liberty, and should quiet the 
fears of the most timid, for they are 
recognized as of binding efficacy and 
are chiefly enjoyed by the friends of 
constitutional reform. Indeed they 
were incorporated in the bill mainly 
to remove partizan clamor, and antic- 
ipate unscrupulous egiiation. They 
are not the property of amere party, 
but had their origin in the necesisties 
of civilized society and were: found 
among the statutes of various States 
previous to the war. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES. 


It is useless, however, to seek to 
quiet the mere caviller; the Keen op- 
tics ofsome persons defy all Jaw.— 
The mere fact that the honor of the 
best men in the State is pledged io 


their preservation, should satis- 
fy every reasonable voter. This 
Convention is cailed in. pursu- 


unce of law, and each delegate be- 
fore ‘he shall be permitted to» sit, 
to be entitled to a seat in said Con- 
vention or act as a delegate thereto,”’ 
shall.swear to observe these ‘‘restric- 
tions’”’ (see acts 1874 5). Should a part 


comply and part refuseto take this _ 


oath, only those who obey the law 
are members of the body, nor are we 
without precedents; similar oath was 


required of the members of the “‘re-_ 


stricted Convention”? of 1835,the same 
question was raised, and after debate 
all the members took the oath and ob- 
served the restrictious, and thatin a 
timeofhigh party excitement. In that. 
discussion the distinguised Judge 
Gaston used the following language : 
“The State Legislature had indeed no 
authority to impose an oath upon the 
members of the Convention, but the 
ople had ratified the act of the 
wegislature by choosing delegates 
under it. If we transcend the limits 
or refuse obedience to the conditions 
therein prescribed, we are not the 
Convention called by the people, but 
a self constituted y;’’ these views 
were concurred in by Macon, Ed- 
wards, Morehead, and others. We 
will dismiss this subjeet, however, 
by calling attention to the able work 
of Judge Jamieson on “Constitution- 
al Conventions,’’ where,by argument 
and the cases cited by himin relation 
to this matter, he demonstrated that 


Conventions are bound to obey. the” 


restrictions imposed by the Leg- 
islature in the Act calling the Con- 
vention. | 


AID FROM REPUBLICANS. 


In our last clection it was gratify- 
ing to see Republicans who had hith- 
erto submitted to the control of un- 
scrupulous leaders under a mistaken 
belicf that they were promoting the 
general welfare, seeing their cor- 
ruptness as demonstrated by the.

THE MINING DIFFICULTIES. 


The Sheriff’s Posse Fired Into—M1l- 
itary Called for—Several Parties 
Wounded — The Maiulitary Quaiets 


Everything. 


MAHONING City, Pa., June 4.— 
At 3p. m. yesterday Sheritf Warren 
telegraphed his posse had been tired 
upon, and asked military assistance. 
The first disturbance occurred at 
King, Tyler & Co.’s colliery, when 
the Sheriff with his posse ordered 
the rioters to disperse. One of the 
chiefs replied they could not drive 
them away, and fired on the Sheriff. 
The firing became general and about 
two hundred shots were fired. The 
Sheriff being overpowered, retreat- 
ed tethe town and reorganized his 
force, the citizens volunteering.— 
Eight raiders were wounded and one 
killed. Several citizens were wound- 


Later. 
The military have arrived and all 
quiet. 


PorrsviLLE, June 4.—All the col- 
leeries that had been compeiled to 
suspend work by the raiders resum.- 
ed work this a. m., being assured of 
military protection. The citizens 
think it will be necessary to retain 
the troops in their midst for several 
days to insure the continuance of 
the work begun. There was an alarm 
occasioned by firing in the upper 
end of Mohoning city at midnighs 
and the troops were got ready for any 
emergency. The shots were fired by 
a mob of raiders at Shenandoab. 
Quiet prevails since the arrival of 
the troops at MountCarmell. Wil- 
sons, Cheniwick & Co.’s colliery de- 
stroyed by fire last night, being fired 
by a mob of 100 men. At this col- 
liery men had been working for two 
days at reduced rate of wages ; ex- 
citement continues in vicinity of St. 
Clair, 1000 men and boys being in 
line again this a. m., coming from 
Glen, Carbon, Heckshireville and 
adjacent towns. 

At Wadesville the miners at work 
in Doring & Co’s. colliery were driv- 
en from work by strikers. Adjutant 
General Latta arrived here from 
Philadephia last night and was met 
at the depot by General Sigfried, 
and during the night the Generals 
were closeted together and fully dis- 
cussed the affairs and the situation. 
This morning they went by special 
train to Shenandoah and Mahoning 
city to make necessary arrange- 
ments for the campaign.

In proof of the genuineness of the 
Mecklenburg Declaration of Inde- 

ndancethe dispatch of Governor 

artin, dated June, 1776, is NOW 
submitted.
